She 
hed lost her high spirits, shunned the com- 
panionship of former favorites and spent 
her time in mourning and brooding over 
the past. 


The case of Empress Elizabeth was re- 
markably pathetic. It may be truthfully be 
said of her that she has been a good woman, 
who has done her duty since she has shared 
with her husband the ruling of Austrija- 
Hungary. It is now just about forty-four 
years since Emperor Francis Joseph mar- 
ried Elizabeth, daughter of Maximilian Jo- 
seph and cousin of the King of Bavaria. 
Then it was said of the royal bride groom 
and bride that they were the habiosont 
couple in Europe. He was, as he {Is still, 
broad-shoulderéd and tall, handsome and 
frank of face, and as courteous as a knight 
of old. She was fair, vivacious, brillfant in 
conversation, and at the same time with the 
dignity of a queen. This was forty years 
ago, and Europe has changed in those forty 
yweara just as has Empress Elizabeth, 
though net so Sadly. 

In 1854 Bismarck had yet to humiliate Aus- 
tria and weld the German and Prussian 
States Into a mighty empire. Victor Em- 
manuel was yet to achieve the flllness of 
his power and restore Italy to its former 
position. Louis Bonaparte was yet to wieid 
a mighty power and then go down in dis- 
Brace at Sedan. Francis Joseph himself 
was yet to receive the triple crowns of 
Austria, Hungary and Bohemia. 

Many other changes have occurred since 
the marriage of the Princess Eligabeth to 
the ruler of Austria, and some of these 
have been such as to sadden the lives of the 
Austrian Emperor and Empress. First the 
favorite brother of the Emperor married a 
daneer. Stripped of his honors and offices 
he bought a merchant vessel—he had been 


\ trained for the navy—and, taking his bride 


with him, started in to make his own living 
by trading.

created a furore in England. She epoke En- 


glish like a native, was unconventional, 
cordial in manner, and witty. She speedily 
became popular. Follow'ng the hounds was 
a passion with her. For obvious reasons 
the Queen of England does not folléw the 
hounds. It has been md@hy years since she 
has ventured upon any equestrianism fur- 
ther than a short extursion now and then 
upon a favorite donkey that serves her 
better than a blooded hunter would do. Nor 
do the royal princesses ride to the hounds, 
the Queen being opposed to any form of 
exercise that might put the necks of her 
royal progeny in jeopardy. The Empress 
of Austria was, however, a familiar figure 
on the hunting field. and, to use a sporting 
expression, she rode straight. There was 
no fence or hedge too high, and no ditch 
or water jump too broad for her. In her 
first season she won more praises for her 
good rid:ng and her pluck than-for her ac- 
complishments as Empress of Austria. 

In her own court Empress E izabeth has 
always display<d these sam? amiable q'eali- 
ties. In no court in Eu.ope is etiquetie 
more strict; in none are the. nobles more 
proud or more jealous of their‘@ights and 
pr.vi'eges. Even Francis Joseph, &n amia- 
ble, easy-going man, has been bound as 
with hooks of steel to a!] the old rules and 
trad tions of the Hapsburgs, the ‘‘Austrian 
Caesars,’’ as they proudly call themselves, 
Empress Elizabeth has shown that she 
was able to ride roughshod over old fogy 
traditions and unwritten rules. But she 
did this with such tact, so quietly and yet 
so thoroughly, that the old cou t favorites 
that had ruled the roost prior to the com- 
ing of the clever young Empress scarcely 
knew how it was that they graduaily fell 
to the rear and left their plac s to be 
filled by another coterie younger, more 
liberal, more brilliant and more in accord 
with the tastes of the Empress. 


¥Yet“It seems a sort of tragic outcome of 
Empress Elizabeth's efforts to purify the 
Austrian Court that’ there should stfll 
have existed a condition sufficiently unclean 
to poison the morals of her only son, whom 
she loved with anidolatrous love, and 
should have brought him so deep in dis- 


way out of it only in a sensational suicide 
in a hunting lodge on his mountain estate, 
hidden away from the outside world. 

This broke the Empress’ heart. The Em- 
press had been ambitiougefigm her son. She 


that would be put in evidence later, Later 
she saw the weak Archduke Charles, heir 
to the throne, shrink from the position 
that awaited him and transfer his right to 
the Austrian throne to his son, 
Ferdinand, who is now destined to be the 


next Emperor of Austria. 


The Empress was born Dec. 24, 1837. She 
was a daughter of Duke Max'imil.an, ot 
Bavaria, and was marricd to Francis Jo- 
seph, Emperor of Austr.a and 
Hungary, April 24, 1854. They had three 
children. the Archduchess G sola, who is 
married to Prince Luitpo d of Bavaria; (he 
Archduke Rudolph, who marrikd Princess 
Stephanie of Belgium, and who was (secim- 
ingly) assassinated in 1889, and the Arch- 
duchess Maria Valeria, who married the 
girchduke Franz Salvator of Austria-Tus- 
cany. 

The Empress was only 17 when she was 
married, and wes hoted the world over 
for her beauty and graces of character. 
Her marriage took place in 1854, and she 
was, ther:fore, 61 years old at her death. 
She retained her beauty in later years, and 
portraits of her do not show her age 
within twenty years. 

She was the mother of two daughters 
and one son, and it was her boast that she 
was a grandmother at 37. The great sor- 
row of her life wes the tragic death of 
her only son, Crown Prince Rudolph, in 
189. 

The married life of Empress Elizabeth 
began with a romance. 

She was the Cinderella of the Maximillan 
family and hardly considered, 

The Emperor.was betrothed to her elder 
sister. Helen, and had journeyed to the 
place of the Duke for the purpose of gding 
through with the formal ceremonial. When 
he arrived there he saw Elizabeth, who was 
yet a child in short dresses. He fell in love 
with her and breaking off his engagement 
with Princess Helen married the younger 
Sigter. 

The alliance was not to the liktog of the 
Emperor's mother, the Archductress Sophia, 
and for ten years or more she made the 
life of the young Elizabeth a very unpleas-

TRAGIC END OF RUDOLPH 


The Scandal Which Broke the Heart of 


| woman in his arms. 


Empress Elizabeth. 


It was the scandal and tragedy linked in 
the death 8f Prince Rudolph, heir to the 
Austrian throne, which changed his 
mother’s mode of life and caused her to 
seek solitude and shun the world. Ru- 
doiph was the oldest son. 

He was married in 1880 to the Princess 
Stephanie, Duchess of Saxony, daughter of 
Leopold II., King of the Be‘gians, The 
royally wedded pair d'd not live happily, 
and the Préncess sought:'in vain for a sepa- 
ration. It was eaid that she was in love 
with an American when the policy of the 
State forced her to marry Rudolph. 

Rudolph’s suden death, which occurred 
at Meyerling near Baden, on January 30, 
1889. astounded Europe, and was at first 
supposed to have been caused apoplexy. 
Then the statement was given 6ut that the 
heir to Austria’s throne had met his death 
by being ace‘dentally shot while on a hunt- 
ing expedition to Meyerling. Later the en- 
tire civilized world was startled by the news 
that the Prince had committed suicide. 

The Archduke was deeply infatuated 
with the charms of the Baroness Vetcera, 
a beautiful young girl, who returned his 
love. He wished to be united to her by 
morganatic marriage, but his father would 
not allow such an arrangement. On the 
evening of Jan. 29 the Crown Prince met 
the BaWoness in a gamekeeper’s house not 
far from the Castle of Meyerling, and spent 
the evening with her. In the morning both 
were found dead, lying side by side upon a 
bed. It was that the Baroness 
had taken poison and that the Prince had 
shot himself. 

But there were a great many variants to 
the story, and though the fact that the 
Prince committed suicide is generally ac- 
cepted, there are different versions as to 
the manner of-his taking off. One story is 
to the effect ¢hat a forester already 
equipped for the morning's chase went to 
the house where the Prince was staying in 
order to ask the gamekeeper for some in- 
structions regarding the hunt that was to

Soon afterward the Crown Prince came 
to and was taken by his own orders to the 
castle of Meyerling. Here he ordered his 
valet from the room into which he had 
been carried, aad here he placed a pistol 
to his head and fired a fatal shot. 

Let of the Prince and of the Baroness 
found after the tragedy tend to disprove 
this version, and indicate a premeditated 
suicide on the part of both parties. Then 
there were several witnesses who declared 
that they had seen the bodies of the Prince 
and the Baroness lying side by side imme- 
diately after the tragedy. 

A man by the name of Johann Tran- 
quilein, known by the sobriquet of “Baron 
Schau," who died on Ward's Island after a 
career of dissipation im the United States. 
asserted that he drove the Crown Prince 
to Meyerling on the day of the tragedy, 
and told a very different. story of the 
Prince's death. He said that he drove the 
Prince and a jolly party of friends to Mey- 
erling. No women were tn the party. Syp- 
per was served in the Castle of Meyerling, 
and during the festivities the Baroness 
Vetcera suddenly made her entrance tnto 
the supper room and with flashing eyes 
asked the Prince if it Was true that he 
had deren 3) her. The Prince, after a

and fired at Rudolf. The ball wounded him 
but slighthy and he catight the infuriated 
She managed, however, 
to turn the pistol against herself and in- 
flicted a mortal wound. A relative of the 
Baroness then sprang up and brought a 
champagne bottle with all his might upon 
the head of the Pr.nce, who sank upon the 
floor and died. The lovers were then laid 
side by side upon a couch and all the wit- 
nesses to the scene were sworn to secrecy. 

One of the versions of the affair is that 
Rudolph had made the discovery that Ma- 
ria was his half sister, and in despair killed 
both her and himself. Another story which 
has been widely published is that at his 
Meverling hunting castle Rudolph, in the 
presenge of Count Waldstein, attempted to 
kiss Vetcera. She resented it, and in a 
drunken rage the Prince shot her and was 
brained by the Count, who in turn was 
killed by the Crown Prince’s' retainers. 
The accepted account of the tragedy in 
Vienna is that of suicide. 


THE BEREAVED RULER 


History of the Hapsburgs and Sorrow 
of Austria’s Gld Emperor. 


Never a fortunate in its long history, 
the House of Hapsburg has been singularly 
unfortunate in recent years. Look over its 
history the past few decades and note the 
tragic events recorded there. 

The Hapsburgs constitute the old@st royal 
house in Europe. Their ancestry is traced 
to the seventh century. Next come the 
Guelphs, dating from the ninth century, 
from whom Queen Victoria is descended. 
The Braadenbergs, represented by Emperor 
Wiliam Il. of Germany, date back to the 
tenth century. The Romanoffs of Russia 
and other royal houses are. of compara- 
tively modern origin. Among the greatest 
of the Hapsburg monarchs was Maria 
Theresa, of whom Francis Joseph is the 
great-grandson. 

The fifty years of Francis Joseph's reign 
have been more eventful than any other 
period in European history except that 
covered by the Napoleonic wars. He be- 
came emperor when all Europe was con- 
vulsed by revolutionary movements, He 1s 
the offspring of revolution. He succeeded 
on the abdication of his uncle and the re- 
nunciatioa of the throne by his father, who 
would have been next in succession. 

He found a troubled inheritance. But he 
established order: Hungary was reconciled; 
the various States were quieted. Iie or- 
Banized a long reign, which was peaceful 
and prosperous until the war with Prussia 
in 1866. As the result of his defeat at Sa- 
dowa the ascendency of Prussia among the 
principal German states was established. 
The King of Prussia became Emperor of 
Germany as William I. 

Accepting this defeat Francis Joseph re- 
tired with his composite empire of Austria- 
Hungary, to e progress and prosperity df 
Which his energies have been devoted. He 
has been a patriotic and enlightened ruler. 
Wiis task has been of the greatest difficulty. 
With Germans, Bohemians, Magyars and 
Slavs—various natjonalities jealous of each 
Other and striving for superiority in the, 
imperial councils—he has held an even hand 
and earned the loyal devotion of all his 
subjects. 

He ascended his throne when Carlgchurz 
Was an inspired leader of the student in- 
surgents in Prussia, escaping from a prison 
to become a prominent citizen of the Uni- 
ted States. He saw the second Napoleonic 
empire founded in France and overthrown, 
realizing that the fina) French defeat at 
Sedan was but a direct result of his own 
defeat at Sadowa five years before. 

He has seen Spain the object of a con- 
test between riva! claimants for the throne, 
then a republic and again a monarchy, but 
now, still again, in the throes of national 
trouble, with Jts finest and richest Color™ 
devastated—perhaps slipping from its 
grasp. He has seen Italy united and form- 
ing one nation. 

He has seen the Northern German States 
united to cogquer France and then united 
in an empire succeeding that of which his

own house had been at the head for seven 


centuries. He saw the assasSination of the 
Czar of Russia and of two Presidents of the 
United States; the offspring of the Queen 
of Englangecated on the most powerful 
thrones ef Europe and the world. He has

Cudahy is to-day the most talked of 
man in Chicago. In this respect he has 
succerded Joe Leiter, the famous wheat 
plunger. But there is d fference. 
Leiter is the son of his father. Cudahy 
came to Chicago a poor man, and has 
by fresistless energy tWiese hewn hs way 
to fortune. Leiter's father went almost to 
the bottom of a capucious pock:t to pay 
his debts:,Cudahy has paid his own. Leit- 
er’s friends seck excuses for him; the 
friends and enetn’es alike of John Cudahy 
have for him to-day nothing but pratse. 
The story of this man’s life is worth

The Chicigo Packer. 

In 1875 Chicagwo was a town where ves- 
terday’s impossibilities Were made actual. 

Its marveious r covery from the great 
fire had attracted the attention of the 
world, 

Tne men who were 
wonders every day, bocause they blevd 
in themselves, because they believed in 
each other, because they believed in Chi- 
cago. 

Their faith drew to -them great finan- 
ciers like Gage, grat traders like Field 
and Leiter, great capiains of industry ] k: 
McCormick and Pu:lman, great creative 
geniuses like Root, the architect. All these 
were poor boys, ‘but grew to manhood’s 
estate as giants. 

Among them, not the least, were Philip 
D. Armour and Michael and John Cuda sy. 
They were like brothers in their mutual] 
faith and trust. 

Years afterward, 
longer worked together, 
to Armowr that John Cudahy, who had 
become immensely rich and a power in 
the market, was hostile to him he said: 
“I'd trust the Cudahys as I'd trust my 
wife or son.. There isn’t anything they 
wouldn’t do for me. There is nothing I 
would not do for them. They are strong 
men,* clean, stra @gh.forward, honest.’’ 

Yet Cudahy and Armour were deadly 
rivals in trade!

But 
they were fair foes, honest allies. 

John Cudahy went on the Board of 
Trade. There are fortunes to be made there 
—and lost. But at first Cudahy always won. 

There is a funny story which runs that 
Cudahy never tried at first to understand 
the m@ket. He has observed that his 
partner, €hapin, nearly always lost on the 
street. He simply bet the other way every 
time. In five years he was rated a million- 
aire. ;

IV.

It is conceded that Cudahy has made 
much money in five years. But he Started 
fair with his creditors. 

After some discussion he gave up his 
fine Chicago residence to them, but re- 
tained his Louisville and Nashv lle plants 
and ‘his share in the Milwaukee plant. 
Who could operate them better than Jonn 
Cudahy? asked the creditors. Let him run 
the business and pay when he could. 

He gave notes for his debts, 2% per cent 
to be paid in two years, 2 per cent in 
three years, the rest in five. He gave five 
notes of $100,000 each as an additional se- 
curity, and these his brother's indorsed. 

They, too. had faith in hm. 

Mr. Cudahy has made his money as he 
made once before—by business grasp and 
acumen. 

But he has gone further afield than Oma- 
hi and Louisville to pick up go.d. He has 
invaded the Klondike. 

Long before the outside world was aware 
of the richness of the Yukon gold region, 


he gauged its opportunities, and with some | 
associates organized the North American | 
Transportation and Trading Company, of | 


which he was made President, 


At Fort Cudahy the company established | 


a trading station, {ts headquarters in 
region, and built a fleetsgof steamers that 
were the first to navigate the Yukon. When 
the news of the Klond ke gold discoveries 
broke upon the country the Cudahy com- 
pany had already secured many of the 
richest claims, the Cudahy-Healy-Yukon- 
Klondike Mining Company being organ:zed 
to develop them. 

The returns from these mines may land 
Mx. Cudahy in the class of the Goulds and 
Vanderbilts. 

But whether there is much gold in Alaska 
or not there is at present plénty of money 
in feeding and transporting those who seek 
it. Mr. Cudahy is dotng this. 

86 Cudahy regains his place among the 
great millionaires, among the “men who 
eount.”

Mr. May is the proprietor of a drug store 
at Washington and Garrison avenues, and 
his home is at 622 North Garrison avenue. 
Last night he left his home shortly after 
dinner and boarded a car for North Grand 
avenue, where he had business to atten 
to. Upon his way back he walked as 
far es Cook avenue, where he attempted 
to cross the street to catch the south-bound 
car. He reached the middie of the first 
track when he saw a north-bound car upon 
him. 

Making a desperate effort to escape the 
epeeding car, he gave a leap, but his right 
foot was caught under the first wheel, and 
Mr. May was thrown violently to the 
ground. His head struck a biock of gran- 
ite, laying open his head, and at the same 
time rendering him unconscious so0 tnat 
he escaped the excruciating pain of feeling 
the wheels crunching the bones of his leg. 

The motorman in charge of the car, No.

eral Egan were sent for and the President 
and Gen. Corbin had a consultation with 
them for more than two hours. It was 
evident that Gen. Shaffer had made com- 
plaints against the Administration of af- 
fairs during his Santiago campaign. 

Every member of the conference as he 
left the White House appeared worried. 
Gen. Shafter and Gen. Corbin, accompanied 
by Lieutenant-Colone! Miley, after leaving 
the President went immediately to the 
War Department. Gen. Corbin cleared his 
Office of spectators and issued instructions 
that he was not to be disturbed. He even 
dismissed his confidential secretary and 
Gen. Shafter dispensed with his aide, Col 
Miley. :

HE GOVERNMENT has just published 
a huge volume called a ‘Statistica! 
Atlas,” which in its way is the most 
remarkable work ever issued. Its price is 
large and the edition so Ifmited that few 
persone Congressmen and Public 
Librarians will be abl® to get copies. It is 
interesting to learn that 13 out of every 
10,000 people in the United States are in 
prison. Seventeen out 10,000 are 
insane, the number being 
equally between the sexes. 
have a marked relation to mental disturb- 
ances. Nineteen out of every 10,000 whites 
are crazy. while only nine out of every 10,- 
000 colored folks are similarily affli¢ted, Of 
the native whitee, 14 out of every 10,000 
are mad, and of the foreign born, 8 out 
of every 10,000. This seems to prove that 
colored folks are much liable to in- 
sanity than whites, and the foreign-born 
much more so than native Americans.

CURIOSITIES OF | 
AMERICAN COINS. 


N THE Bulletin of the Museum of Sci- 
ence and Art, University of Pennsyl- 
vania, appears an essay by A. E. Out- 

erbridge, Jr.. entitled. “Curfosities of Am- 
erican Coinage,” which recalls the different 
Phases of this subject from the time when 
the Hudson Bay Trading Co. took beaver 
skins as currency. Money was scarce be. 
fore revolutionary times, but now it is 
comparatively abundant. In Massachu- 
Setts, prior to the revolution, Specie was 
at times so scarce that laws were passed 
legalizing the payment of taxes in skins, 
cattle and farm products, and in 1634 a mus- 
ket bullet passed current for a farthing, 
though no one was compelled to take more 
han forty-eight bullets at a time. 

\i good == things, among them, 
‘manate] from the delectable region 
round Plymouth Rock. Massachusetts .es- 
ablished a mint in 1652, 140 years before 
he establishment of the National Mint in 
hiladeiphia, and the “pine tree” shillings 

began to roll forth, A mistake tn caleu- 
Jation made these shillings, now extreme-

ly rare, 5% grains too” light. After the 
Massachusetts mint had been in active 
operation thirty years, Maryland estab- 


lished a mint. These two colonies issued 
silver coins before the revolutionary war, 
and several other American 
sued copper coins After the revotution 
silver Was coined by the different States 
and by private tndividuals, 

The mint waa established April 2, 1792, 
providing for $10, © and 82.0 gold pieces, 
$1, W-cent, B-cent, -cent pieces in silver; 
and half-cents in copper. Copper 
coins were struck at the Philadelphia mint 
in 1792, some of Which bore the head of 
Washington on aide, but he disap- 
proved of the device and suggested the sub- 
stitution of the head of Liberty. Stnce 
‘hat time no American coin has ever “'s-

companies, and in 1851 the assayers report- 
ed that 27 different kinds of gold coins, is- 
sued from 15 private mints, had been re- 
ceived and assayed at the United States 
mint at Philadelphia. 

The earliest private coinage intended for 
use in the American colonies (except the 

Jermuda “hog” coin) is known to numis- 
matics under the general name of ‘Rosa 
Americana,” and the story of these coins 
is interesting. In the year 1722 Mr. Wood, 
an iron founder at Wolverhampton, En- 
gland, claimed to have discovered an al- 
loy suitable for cdins, consisting of cop- 
per, zine and a small proportion of silver. 
Through the influence of a_ favorite of 
George I., known as the Duchess of Ken- 
dall, a patent was issued by the King dated 
July 12, 17, for coining 38 tons of “tok 
ens” forjlreland and the colonies of North 
America. The amount of Irish coin was 
limited to $525,000, a great sum at that 
day. Sir Isaac Newton was appointed 
Comptroller for the Crown at a salary of 
$1000 a year, to see that the rules were 
complied with. 3 

Thousands of Wood's metal coins 
were struck for uses in Ireland, and the 
issue would probably have been accepted by 
the people without question, had it not been 
that Dean Swift mercilessly lampooned the 
scheme in “‘Drapier’s Letters,”” and brought 
it into disrepute to such an extent that the 
royal license to Wood was bought back at 
a price of $15,000 a year for 14 years. Th-s 
did not kill the project for coining money 
for the American colo@ies, and many pieces 
were actually struck. On the obverse ap- 
pears the head of the king and on the re- 
verse a full-blown rose, with the legend 
“Rosa Americana,’’ and the date ‘1722.’ On 
the later iesues the head of George II. ap- 
pears and the date 1733. 

In 1880 szempleton Reid of Georgia estab- 
lished a private mint and coined $10, $% and 
$2.50 gold p.eces which circulated freely 
through the South. In _ 1831 Christopher 
Bechtier of Rutherfordtown, N. C., began 
coining on a larger scale, and in a few 
years had issued several million dollars’ 
worth of gold coins of denominations of $10, 
$5, $2.50 and $1. In 1851, the assayers re- 
ported that ‘“‘several of the private issues of 
gold coins from California are close imita- 
tions of the national coins; some assay 
nearly up to the nominal value, but many 
fall below.’’ 

A $10 piece of the 
yielded $7.86 in goid. 


Pacific company only 
A lot of different de- 


nominations aggregating $562.50 nominal 
value, yielded at the mint $479.20. One in- 


teresting gold coin, a $0 piece (some were 
octagonal) issued by August Humbert, Uni- 
ted States assayer at San Francisco, yield- 
ed the full nominal value. All of these pri- 
vate issues have now been stopped, and 
strict laws have been passed punishing any 
attempt to imitate the coins of the nation, 
IKven the toy money formerly made for 
children of gilded paper, has been pro- 
hibited by the government authorities. 

“Pattern pieces’? only were struck at the 
mint in Philadelphia in 1792; the regular 
coinage of copper cents and half cents be- 
gan in 1793; the coining of silver commenc- 
ed in 1794 and of gold in 1795. 


PRACTICAL RULES 
OF MEASUREMENT. 


Hk measurement of corn in the bulk, 
either shelicd, on the cob or in the 
husk, may be accpmplished readily 

by the following directions: 
If shelled—Find 
of the bin by 


the contents or capacity 
multiplying tceg-ther the 
length, width and height in inches and di- 
viding the product by 2150.4; the quotient 
Will be the number of bushels. For all prac- 
tical purposes the decimal figure 4 may be 
dropped off. 

On the cob—Find the capacity of the bin 
or crib in the same way as above and di- 
vide the product by 3744, of which the quo- 
tient will express the number of bushels of 
actual corn. This is for s.ason.d corn. If 
it be unseasoned, divide by 38:8 instead of 
374i. 

If in the husk—Find capacity by the 
Same process and divide by 699) to get the 
bushels of shelled corn. The capacity ofa 
barrel is practically 69% cubic inches, and 
a barrel of corn in the husk is the equiva- 
lent of a bushel of shelled corn. 

To find capac:ty of bin; or pen, take the 
following dimensions: Length 8 _ feet 6 
inches, which is 102 inches; width, 5 feet 3 
inches, which is 63 Inches; depth, 4 feet or 
48 inches; the product of 102 multiplied by 63 
is 6426, and this multiplied by 48 produc:s 
308,448; this is to be div.ded by 2150 if shelled, 
by 3744 if on the cob, or by 6995 if in the 
husk. 


A much shorter process may be e¢m- 
ployed if the coenputor knows how to han- 
dle fractions, provided only approximate 
cornectness Is desired, by multiplying to- 
gether the dimensions in feet (easily done 
when there are no inches), then multiplying 
this product by 8 and cutting off the right 
hand figure of the product.

For est mating the number of bushels of 
potatoes, apples, turnips, etc., in a box or 
bin, when the heaped or rounded out meas- 
ure fs desired find capacity in inches as 
already directed and divide by 2687.

In estimating hay packed in the mow. 
timothy as the standard, t!® government 
rule Is a cube of 74 feet to the ton, which 
is a little more than 400 cubic feet of space. 
But for practical purposes, find the number 
of feet capacity in the mow and divide by 
4) to find the number of tons. 

To find the amount of hay tn the stack. 
muitiply the area of the base by the height 
of the stack and take one-third the product, 
which gives the number of cubic feet, then 
divide by 400. This will be accurate meas- 
urement provided the stack is symmetrically 
built, preserving the cone shape. To find 
the area of the base as the starting point, 
get the circumference, multiply this by 
one-third of Itself and divide the product 
by 4. 


To estimate pork in the hog, multiply 
the gross weight by 8 and cut off the right 
hand figure, as the average hog is computed 
to lose one-fifth its weight in the dressing. 

‘To measure the capacity of a cistern, 
compute from the standard of 8 feet 
in diameter, which is equivalent to one bar- 
rei to every Inch in depth, hence, a cistern 
of eight feet diameter contains as many bar- 
rels as it is inches in depth. From this basis 
the estimate may easily be made for less 
or greater diameters by bearing in mind 
that the areas of circles are in proportion 
to the res of thelr diameters. and not 
as the neters only.

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FISH AND GAME 
ABOUND IN CUBA. 


UBA is a paradize for the sportsman. 

Any American who enjoys good fish- 

ing can find his wildest dream more 

than realized in Cuba. Wild game is plenti- 
ful. : 

Parties of gentlemen on horseback, with 
their pack of hounds, hunt the fleet-footed 
deer. It is a common thing for a smal) party 
to kill eight or ten deer in a day. 

The wild boar is plentiful, and sometimes, 
if cornered, dangerous, especially the old 
master of the herd, called ‘tun solitario,” 
which will tear 4 dog to pieces or make a 
green hunter climb a tree, but a Cuban 
easily killeé him with a machete, The island 
boar sometimes weighs 200 or 300 pounds, 
and has huge tusks, often five or six inches 
in length. The meat of the female is much 
relished by the natives. Wild dogs and eats, 
Wild cattle, horses and jackasses abound. 
But the jutia, pecultar to Cuba, which looks 
like a cross between a squirrel with a rat’s 
tail and a rabbit, and ‘which lives in the 
trees and feeds on nuts and leaves, is the 
great delight of the Cuban. 

Fowl are in great numbers. Wild guinea 
hens and turkeys are found in flocks of 20 
to 100. The whistle of the quail and the flut- 
ter of the pheasant and perdiz are heard on 
ail sides in the rural and mountain regions. 
Ducks in adBDUNdance come from Flor- 
ida in the winter and return with the spring. 
Wild pigeons, with their white tops and 
bodies of blue, larger somewhat than the 
domestic bird, offer in hunting the greatest 
sport to gentlemen who will be restrained 
within reason, In the early mornings the 
pigeons generally go to feed on the mangle 
berries, when ripe, and which grow by the 
sea or near some swampy place. Three 
persons have killed 1500 pigeons within a 
few hours. Robiches, tojosas and guanaros 
are found in the thick woods.

Mocking and bluebirds, orioles, turpials, 
negritos, parrots and a thousand kinds of 
songsters and birds of brilliant piumage 
flit from tree to tree. 

The naturalist, Foey, says there are 641 
distinct species of fish in the Cuban waters. 
Among those that delight the sportsman 
are the red snapper, lista, manta, gallego, 
cubera, surela and garfish. The sierra, which 
weighs from 40 to 6)~pounds, is extremely 
game, as is the ronco, so called because it 
snores when brought out of the water. Fer 
heavy sport, fishing or sharks—which are 
good for nothing—or the gusa, which weighs 
from 490 to 600 pounds, and is excellent eat- 
ing, offers abundant exercise. It is a daily 
occurrence to see schools of fish, numbering 


from hundreds to many thousands, each 
fish weighing from one to four pounds, 
Swimming around the bays and harbors 


waiting for a bait. 

Shrimps, crabs and lobsters, oysters and 
clams abound, The lobsters have no claws, 
and weigh from two to eight pounds. They 
are caught at night in shallow places along 
the sandy beach, a torch, harpoon and net 
being the necessary outfit. Some of the 
rivers abound in alligators, but few hunt 
them. 


RAILROADS COULD 
REACH THE MOON, 


N the world there are enough railroad 
tracks to reach the moon, 232.0 miles 
away, and still have encugh left to wrap 

around the earth at the equator six times. 


China has only 73 miles. For each mile 
it has a territory as big as Belgium. 


Japan, with its 2237 miles of railway, is 


much more enterprising. For each mile 
it has only to meet the claims of 18,775 
people, and an area of 71 square miles. 
Although it has, roughly, only one mile 


for every 10 in the United Kingdom, it car- 
ries no fewer than 70,000,000 passengers a 
year. 

Of the world’s total mileage the United 
States claim nearly a half, or, more accu- 
rately, 180,000 miles, a length, roughly, equal 
to 714 times the earth’s circumference at 
the equator.

discovered by Leif Erikson, a Norseman, in 
the year 1000, as has long been claimed by 
some authorities; and that the heads of the 
Roman Church had in their possession a

Mr. Shipley has unearthed a mass of cor- 


respondence, hitherto unknown, which is 


startling in ita disclosures. It contains 
many letters between the Holy See and the 
Archbishop of Drontheim, who was at that 
time the Metropolitan, regarding the gov- 
ernment of the church in America. The cor- 
respondence dates back even to the 12th 
century. It embraces the views of the an- 
cients regarding the rotundity of the earth, 
the views of scientists upon the location

‘Americans may proceed to prepare to 
celebrate this 900th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of their native land in 1990. The 
Supreme importance of such a celebration 
lies in the fact, until now utterly ignored 
by historians, that the discovery of the 
North American Continent by the Cabots 
in 1497 (before Columbus had discovered any 
part of the Southern Continent) and their 
coasting voyage along these shores of ours 
in 1498, taking possession for the crown of 
England, led to colonization by the Anglo- 
Saxon race and to the foundation of the 
American nation; that this discovery was 
all due to these same Norse voyages, the

Wi STERN WOMEN 
WAGE EARNERS. 


T has been asserted that the women 
wage earners of Kansas were not as 
well treated as their sister workers in 

the Eastern States. The Labor Bureau of 
that State has secured an interesting and 
valuable compilation of statistics concern- 
ing the condition of women workers which 
contradicts the old statement. These re- 
ports were gathered from blanks which were 
sent-to manufacturers, employers end indi- 
viduals, wherever names could be secured. 
Suggesticns as to the improvement of the 
Situation of Women workers was asked for, 
as Well as facts and figures. The responss 
to the request was large, 

Cight-tenths of the whole number report- 
ing favor an eight-hour law. The average 
time of employment is three years end 
the nv-«nober of hours worked a day is nine. 
The average weekly compensation last year 
in all trades was $5.01. The highest wages 
were paid milliners, saleswomen and salt 
workers. Only three out of the 125 report- 
ing are members of labor organizations. 
Eighty-five per cent want a compulsory 
Sunday rest law; 70+ per cent favor restr-c- 
tion of foreign4mmigration and 1) per cent 
absolute suppression. Wages have increas d 
in 20 per cent of the cases during the past 
year. 

Amone wemen workers, those best sit- 
vated are the teachers. They work only 
six hours a day and their average wages 
are $34.71 a month, ranging from $20 to $7. 
Male teachers average $54.50, but they fill 
the positions of superintendents, who re- 
$100 to $1500 a year. The teachers 
object to the State Norm2! School g anting 
life certificates and they want.long r terms 
ani fewer restrictions on certificates. 

The female cigar makers work nine hours 
a day and earn $5.58 a week, while male ci- 
gar makers earn $10.14 a week. They want 
a law keeping children out of the factories 
and compelling theen to go to school. They 
all report better wares and improved de- 
mand for labor. Wemen in this line of 
work do not take much interest in prison 
labor, but generally think that it injures 
their waves. 

In domestic service women work 12 hours 
a day for a compensaticn of $2.09 a week, 
ranging from $! to $3. The higher wages 
are paid in the cities and in the smathkr 
towns $2 is the regular price, while in the 
country it is not so much. The women 
would like an eight-hour law, but as they 
have no organization they are not likely 
to succeed in ge-ting it.

Female clerks, stenographers and book- 
keepers favor an e'ght-hour law, while 
working nine and a half hours,. This c'ass 
of labor received an average wage of $25 

month, ranging from $8 to $85. The 
average wages for men doing the same 
work is $38.08 a month. The women have 


no union, put one-third of them carry Ife 
insurance of some kind. Sixty-six per cint 
want a Sunday rest law and many of them 
want a law making Wages of women equal 
to those of men. 

The wives and daughters of farmers have 
aided in gathering the big harvest of wheat. 


KENTUCKY WHISKY 
TO BE CURTAILED, 


ENTUCKY distillers are about to 
enter into an agreement whereby 
the whisky output of the State will 

be limited to 17,500,000 gallons @ year. Dis- 
tiller J. B. Thompson of Loulsville and T. 
M. Gilmore of Bonfort’s Wine and Spirit 
Circular have been devoting their time to 
perfecting a plan by which such a con- 
tract can be entered into successfully. 
Each distiller is to enter into a con- 
tract, under which he sells his entire out- 
put, less a certain reservation, for the next 
five years at a very low figure per gallon, 
the presumption being that he will produce 
only the amount reserved. Should he pro- 
duce more, however, he must sell it at the 
price named in the contract, which is far 
below the cost of production, or else pay 
liquidating the sum of $10 
per barrel. which

The number of barrels 


each distiller reserves is to be arbitrary 
with Thompson and Gilmore, and no dis- 
tiller is to know how much any other dis- 


tiller is to make. The only thing that he 
will Know is that the entire production 
of the State is net to exceed 17,500,000 gal- 
lons. The contract has not been made 
public, but it has been examined by sev- 
eral leading lawyers. all of which declare 
that it will stand the test of the courts. 
Mr. Gilmore has canvassed the Louisville 
distillers and all but two have been in 
favor of the plan. These two he is confi- 
dent of winning over in the end. It is in- 
tended to see all the Louisville distillers 
first, then those with offices in Cincin- 
nati, and finally, if all these enter the 
agreement, tO Canvass the State at large.

The Hawaiian annexation is al- 
ready accomplished, so there is little use ‘n 
talking about that, but Mr. Bryce regards 
it with es much distrust as the annexation 
of the Philippines, We believe there was 
no such necessity for it as there is for the 
regret that more was done than to estab- 
lish a protectorate. 

But no country’s course of expansion has 
been due to a deliberate purpose to expand. 
Liowever arbitrary the actions of kings 
and Generals and Parliaments may appear, 
it remains true that national expnsion has 
been a growth over which statesmen and 
even the nations themselves have had very 
Itmited. control. British India is not the 
result of @ purpose on the part of the 
British nation or even the Eritish Govern- 
ment to acquire India. Ccammercial na- 
tions planted trading stations on the coast 
of India; they had relations with each 
other and with the netive governments. 
One induced a native government to help 
it against its commercial rival. The rival 
defended itself and immed'ately the enor- 
mous superiority of European over Asiatic 
soldiers was disclosed, and for the first 
time native power was broken down for 
the protoection of a trading station which 
had no Gream of becoming an empire. 
But wer followed war, because the traders 


had to have political power to protect 
their business, and their political 
power brought them into conflict with 


native States, and by a process of growth 
a3 natural @s the growth of an oak tree, 
and much of the time with no more pur- 
pose of establishing an Anglo-Indian Em- 
Pire, than an acorn has of becoming an 
oak, the trading stat'on became British 
India, 

The commercial need of the free naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi compelled the Amerl- 
cans to acquire Louisiana, though their 
written constitution and foreign policy 
were as severely strained by that act as 
they could be now by the retention of the 
Philippines, which are in our hands not 
because we decided that we wanted them, 
but because there was a Spanish fleet to 
destroy in the chief port of the islands. 
The inherent antagonism between Spanish 
and American ideas caused the Mexican 
war, and the country retained, and by ‘pur- 
chase added to the conquests of that war, 
though the warnings against colonialism 
would have been just as forcible then as 
now. The acquisition of the Pacific Coast 
was not the result of a purpose, of a con- 
viction that it would be a good thing to do; 
it was simply national growth, and there 
is every indication that the nation is stil? 
growing, and will retain Spanish islands 
in the far East for the protection of its 
commercial future there just as it acquired 
Spanish provinces. Spanish in eharacter, 
whatever flag they may have displayed, on 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Pacific Ocean. 


OFFICIAL GUIDE 
TO MATRIMONY, 


NCLE SAM has just issued a new 
publication in the interests of un- 
matried women. It might be called 

“The National Guide to Bachelors; a com- 
plete index for old maids and spinsters to 
the best places in the Union for getting hus- 
bands; with maps, charts, etc.; tells at a 
glance just where bachelors are most abun. 
dant.”’ 

But though the publication has no such 
comprehensive title, it is Just what such a 
title would claim it to be. The Government 
calls it “Statistical Chart of Bachelors 
and Spinsters of the United States."’ 

The chart itself is a map printed In col- 
ors, and shows at a glance just in what lo- 
calities bachelors are thickest, and in what 
regions spinsters are most dense per square 
mile. 

In New York State. for example, there 
are at the present time 576,635 bachelors of 
2% years and upward, while the number cf 
spinsters In the State is 456,062. 

Between the ages of %”» and 24 there are 
254,379 bachelors and 204,162 maidens, Be- 
tween 25 and 29 there are 136,552 bachelors 
and 997,143 spinsters. 

Between 30 and 24 there are 72,297 bache- 
lors and 49,363 maidens. Between 35 and 
44 there are 65,447 bachelors and 50,864 meid- 
ens. Between 4 and & there are 27,07 
bachelors and 27,288 spinsters. 

Between 65 and 64 there are 12,068 bach- 
elors and 14,418 maidens. From & years up- 
ward there are 8285 bachelors and 10,824 
epinsters. 

It will be observed that the bachelors in 
New York outnumber the unmarried wo- 
men by 26 per cent. 

In New York City there are 168,843 bach- 
elors and 133,936 spinsters, an overplus of 
37,97 single men of W or over. 

No large city In the United States has 
a surplus of spinsters, Baltimore comes 
nearest, with only 65 more bachelors than 
old maids. 

No State in the Union has as many maid- 
ens as bachelors—not even Massachusetts, 
where the figures are 219,26 spinsters, and 
226,085 bachelors. Massachusetts is the ban- 
ner State for maidens, the bachelors out- 
numbering them by only 2-10 of 1 per cent 
Next comes Rhode Island, where the excess 
of bachelors is 2 per cent.. 

The excess of bachelors Jn the District of 
Columbia is 8 per cent, in North Carolina 
9 per cent, in New Hampshire 9 per cent, 
in Connecticut 20 per cent, in Maine 37 per 
cent, and in Vermont & per cent. In Mary- 
land the bachelor surplus is 19 per cent, in 
New Jersey it is 22 per cent, in New York 
it is. 26 per cent, and in Virginia it Is 22 per 
cent. 


All of these are low percenjage States, 
so far as the superiority of bachelors in 
point of numbers Is concerned. 

A giance at the Oid Maid's Chart shows 
some surprising facts about surplus bach- 
elors in some parts of the country. Idaho 
takes the lead as a degirable place of rea!- 
dence for women who want husbands, 
that State having 1000 per cent more bach- 
elore than spinsters. The exact figures 
are 16.58 single men against 143% single 
women, 20 years old and upward. 

Wyoming is a close second, with an ex- 
cess of 933 per cent, the figures being 14,183 
bachelors against 1487 maidens.

THE DRIFT FROM 
FARM TO TOWN; 


R. BPRNARD MOSS of the Univere 
sity of California has recently writ. 
ten a book, In which he deplores the 

drift of population froen country to cities, 
Nearly all writers upon economic topics are 
agreed that when this drift becomes ab- 
normal, as it is in this country, there are 
grave evils existing, which should be core 
reqted. The Louisville Courier-Journal is 
disposed to take a light view of the matter, 
and seems to think the drift is tn thorough 
accord with economic law. “That a grea t 
many persons go to the cities who would do 
better to remain in the country,” it says, 
“may be freely granted. There are also 
some persons in the country who would do 
better In cities. But so far as the general 
movement is concerned, it ts difficult te 
say how it could have been prevented. The 
economic aspects of the problem are tol- 
erably plain.” And the economic aspects 
are cited as follows: 

The labor in the country, in spite of the 
continued drafte on it made by the cities, 
has been sufficient to produce all the agri- 
cultural products for which a market can 
readily be found. A large surplus must be 
Sent abroad, and the price of this surplus 
fixes the rate at which a whole crop is sold. 
If the surplus is excessive, prices are low 
and the remuneration of capital and labor 
employed in agriculture is correspondingly 
reduced. This tends to compel the migra- 
tion of laborers to centers of population in 
search of employment, Where this has not 
happened large portions of the rural popu- 
lation have gone from newer to older States 
in search of cheaper land, and have edded 
to the great aggregate of agricultural) pro- 
ducts for which a market muet be found. 
This does not tend to make agriculture 
more profitable. Of course there are ac- 
cumulations In great cities of thousands of 
unemployed people, and this is to be re- 
gretted. But the drift from country to city 
seems to be in obedience to a general eco- 
nomic law, and so far as it is it is useless 
to deplore it. Too little attention has been 
g.ven to the reflex action in these cases. 
Not a few people who go to cities find the 
conditions there unsuited to them and re- 
turn to the country. On the contrary, those 
who find they have improved their condition 
in the city will naturally remain. Both 
movements are in the main the operation 
of natural laws which can not be succes@- 
fully combated. 

According to the eleventh census the ur- 
ban population of the country had reach d 
30 per cent of the total, and in 1900 the in- 
dications are that the proportion will be 
nearly # per cent. In 1798) the percentage 
was 3.35; in 1800, 3.97; in 1810, 4.93; in 18%, 
4.93: in 1830, 6.27; im 2840, 6.52; in 1850, 12.49; 
in 1860, 16.13; im 1870, 20.93; in 1880, 22.57; in 
1890, 30. Since the war then, it is safe to 
say the ratio of urban to rural population 
has more than doubled. This tremendous 
increase is not a norenal condition by any 
The argument of the Courter- 
Journal that there is still an agricultural 
surplus is true enough, but production 
could be greater without surplus, if trade 
restrictions were @bolished. Naturally 
enough, however, the urban increase has 
been large, partly because of the enormous 
proportion of immigrants who have set- 
tled In the cities, but the drift from farm 
to town must be attributed to faulty feat- 
ures of our economic system, 

The unemployed, the meagerly employed 
and poorly paid laborers of the cities rep- 
resent several millions of people who con- 
sume a minimum of agricultural producta, 
Those who have come from the farms have 
done so because agriculture, under the pro- 
tective system, has become to some extent 
unprofitable to the producer. Protection 
limits their markets and taxes them not 
only for the support of the Government, 


but for the enrichment of trusts and other 


beneficiaries of class legislation, Thus ag- 
riculturists must gell in the lowest mar- 
kets and buy tn the highest. If the natural 
law of free trade were restored there would 
be less drift from farms to the cities and 
less idlers tn the cities. All honest, able- 
bodied people would become bread-winners 
and bread-consumers. Idle people eat, and 
ultimately it is the farmer who feeds them. 
Obliterate class legislation and there would 
be a movement to the farms, for the un- 
employed urban laborers would find plen-y 
to do and would earn plenty to eat and 
wear. If the shackles are ever struck from 
American agriculture the economic prob- 
lems of America would not be difficult ef

TEXAS FEVER’S 
PEFECT ON MEAT. 


SX AS fever has broken out in Ten- 

nessee. The question of this disease 

has always been an important one 
in that section, as more than half of the 
State Nes north of the national quarantine 
line. For some time there has been an 
effort to produce such favorable condi- 
tions, and to so carefully stamp out the 
disease in counties in Tennessee that the 
Government would establish tts quarantine 
line along the southern line of the State. 

Live Stock Commissioner Samuel N. 
Warren of Tennessee said: 

“The recent outbreaks of Texas fever 
have been due, not to Iiegal importa- 
tion of cattle, but to the fact that at cer 
tain times of the year, from Nov. 6 te 
Jan. 15, the Government regulations permit 
cattle to be driven or shipped above the 
Government line. Many catlle were 
brought into the State last year during 
this allotted period and especially just be- 
fore the season closed, and wintered in 
different sections of our State. Owtng to 
the extremely mild winter much of this 
infection survived. That is, the tick was 
not killed by the frost until it had depos. 
ited its eggs upon the pastures, where 
they were protected by heavy mate of 
grass and other covering. The tick its 
much more easily destroyed by froet than 
its exes. The eggs which survived the 
winter, as soon as warmed by the spring 
sunshine, hatched and infested 
tures. Being eaten by cattle, they produce

NTONIO BACILIO, a St. Louis

parrots. His partner, Demetrius Aneste, has 
gone in search of him. Baclillo may be 
dead. Aneste may never return. 

But Aneste is just the man to undertake 
euch @ perilous expedition. His 38 years 
of life have been full of adventure. Born 
under the classic shadows of the Parthe- 
non, he soon became a rover in the face 
of the soft winds that sweep over the 
breast of the Aegean Sea. Before he wes 
He followed 
When he 
tired of his nativ~ sea and the Mediter- 
ranean he left home and went on board a 
big English merchantman. Eight years of 
his life were spent in the United States 
navy. Whéen Rrar Admiral Schley was 
captain <of the cruiser Baltimore Aneste 
Was @ member of the crew. When they 
were attacked by the Chileans at Valpa- 
raiso Aneste was slashed by the mob. He 
still has a scar on his left wrist and one 
on his forehead. 

Six years ago he was wrecked off Cape 
Hatteras and drifted on a spar for three 
days. 

His last voyage was on ah English mer- 
chant vessel plying between Liverpool and 
San Francisco.

@ living. Last year Aneste went with uim. 
This time he went alone, Aneste has heard 
from him but once. That was two monihs 
ago. If he is alive he is at least fifty 
milles from civilization. It will take An- 
este four days’* traveling on a burro 
through the mountains to reach the place 
he believes Bacilio ts, 

Aneste’s search for him will be prose- 
cuted undes great difficulties. Recently he 
was robbed of $150. The other day he sold 
his remaining parrots at-the regulation 
price, $ each. The money thus derived is 
ali he has. His only other prospect of 
Wealth is a claim on an express company 
for $40 which he sent to Bacilio in Me xico, 
but which Bacilio never received. 

But he does not despair. A strong fra- 
ternal feeling exists among the GreckKs in 
the United States.

Ark., where there is 
a colony of his countrymen, and he ex- 
pects that they will aid him in his search 
for his missing partner,

Last 
year we went to Mexico together. The trip 
was very interesting. The woods in Tama- 
lipas are thick and black and full of birda. 
In some parts of the interlor the parrots 
are so thick that when they fly in flocks 
they hide the sun. 

“There are three kinds of parrots in Mex- 
ico—the red parrot, the single-crested and 
the double-crested. They bulld their nests 
in holes in the trees, like woodpeckers. The 
female lays three or four eggs. If she lays 
only two she will not sit on them. She 
hatches only one brood In a season. While 


she Is setting the male is either in the nest 
with her or close on the outside. Parrots 
are great lovers. One will not go for food 
without the other. They leave the nest 
twice a day—once in the morning and again 
in the evening. 

“That is where the bird hunter has the 
advantage, Long ago the Indians learned 
of this habit. When the bird leaves the 
nest the Indians climb the tree and steal 
the young ones. If the parents return and 
find their nest being robbed they will fight 
until they are killed. 

“A parrot will eat almost anything. He is 
fond of corn, berries and fruits, but will 
even eat cockleburrs. 

“The finest parrots are the African gray 
species. The Mexican birds are next in 
value. Well educated gray parrots have 
sold for $600. @ have known good Mexican 
parrots to bring $200 apiece. 

“Parrots have tongues like human being,. 
There are dull and bright parrots just as 
there are men. To teach a parrot to talk 
it is necessary to begin when they are very 
young. An old one can never learn. 

“You might not think so, but a wild 
parrot is a strong flyer and can dart through 
the woods like a shot. Bacilio told me he 
once sold a parrot to a man in Chicago. He 
had bought it from Carl Schurtz, a dealer 
in birds at Victoria, Tamalipas. The Chi- 
cago man cut his name on the bird's beak. 
It escaped, and when Bacilio went back to 
Mexico the next year, there waa the parrot, 
as big as life. An Indian had trapped it 
in the woods and resold it to Schurtz. 

“The Indians say that parrots live 100 
years and Racilio says he has seen them 
more than 75 years old. 

‘When the season ta wet In the Mexican 
woods and water gets into the nests, no 
birds are hatched and the price goes up; 
but ordinarily we give the Indians $1 each

“rhe building was constructed with a 
vyiew to affording every convenience that 
could be desired in .the way of dressing 
rooms, lounging rooms, baths, etc. 

“The way to a man’s muscles lies through 
his mind. You must Interest him in the 
physical exercise which he needs, make the 
éxercise seem a recreation Instead of a task, 
and good results will follow. 

“No matter what the age, physical con- 
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dition or occupation of the man, he can be 
made comparatively strong and certainly 
healthier by joining a turner class and going 
through the exercises prescribed by the in- 
structor. 

“Athletic exercise of some kind is abso- 
lutely necessary to men who lead sedentary 
lives and it is to this class that we appeal 
particularly to come and be benefited. 

“Obviously, it is best to take regular ex- 
ercise daily, but the difficulty about this 
is that exercise becomes work and is dreaded 
when taken alone and it is impossible to 
get a class of business men together oftener 
than once a week, because they have not 
the time to spare. 

“In class work the association with Boers 
bent on the same mission as yourselves, 
lends interest and the time spent in the 
gymnasium never becomes irksome. 

“We have two classes for men, one for 
those under 8 years of age and the other 
for those above that age. ?

Louis Turnverein which has just been 
completed, is one of the bést appointed im 
the city. 

An entirely new feature to St. Louis is 
the horizontal bars with telescopic up- 
rights. The steel tube uprights extend 
from the ceiling to the floor. The bate ere 
adjustable and when removed entirely the 
bottom sections of the uprights, eight feet 
long, can be telescoped into the sections 
above, leaving the floor clear. 

' The sections which telescope are balanced 
with weights and pulleys, and slide up as 
easily as a window eash. 


The gymnasium floor is fifty-eight feet 
by one hundred feet. The building is at 
the corner of Mallinckrodt and Twentieth 
streets, across the alley from the old bulld- 
ing which fronts on Salisbury street. The 
second story of the new building extends 
across the alley and joins the old one. 

The basement will be used eas a training 
ground for field sports. Earth will Be its 
surface. A small track for the sprinters 
is to be laid out along the walls. 

All the modern gymnastic apparatuses 
are there; the bu lding Is heated by steare 
and is well ventilated; there are roomy 
baths with generous showers, and comm 
modious lockers for hundreds. 

A new rule which will be strictly ene 
forced prohibits any person from going 
into the gymnasium proper except in gym- 
nastic costume, 

It is Proposed to convert the old gymna- 
sium into a swimming pool as soon as the 
society becomes financially able. After 
that instructions in swimming will be free 
to all members of the society.

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CYRANO DE BERGERAC: THE GREATEST PLAY SINCE SHAKSPEARE'S TIME 


ot. Louis Will Witness 


a Presentation of 
It This Season. 


ce YRANO DE BERGERAC,” which 
& will be seen in St. Louis during 
the present theatrical season, is 
called by Stanley Knight tn the Gontem. 
poraneous Review “ithe greatest Play 
since Shakspeare.”’ It is from the French 
of Madmond Rostand. Its success in Paris 
has been unparalleled. How it will fare 
when done in English ts still a question. 
The success of this great play in America 
is freely predicted by the enthusiastic ones 
who have watched its career abroad. 

In the hands of the great Coquelin the 
@hearacter of Cyrano de Bergerac has 
found an interpreter as sympathetic as it 
is interesting. The reproduction into Eng- 
lish has been entrusted by him to the most 
competent of transiators—one who has 
proved that not only the French language 
but the inmost epirit of the most difficult 
French poetry is clear to her, and whe has 
@ wealth of expression tn English which 
will help overcome many intricacies. The 
beautiful musio of the French versification 
cannot be reproduced tn English, but the 
wit and poetry of the Frefich text can be, 
and will certainly be, translated. 

# noted Parisian orftic, Arsene Alexandre, 
writes tn Le Theatre that the only re- 


proach possible to make M. Rostand or his 
characters (which is one) is that they all 
have so much wit that the individuality is 
obscured by their great cleverness, and the 
personality of each does not make itself suf- 
fictently felt; but as he further adds, ‘“‘to be 
a millionaire is a very enviable ein, and 
M. Rostand’s dialogue ts so extremely witty 
and brilliant that the critic is lost in wonder 
at its freedom from all obscurity, and the 
clearness and force with which the play 
marches forward," . 

A brief resume of ‘this stirring and orig- 
inal play will give an idea of its interest. 
The epoch is that of Cormelle Moliere and 
the great cardinal. When the curtain is 
raised we find ourselves in the tennis court 
of the Hotel de Bourgogne, which has 
been transformed into a theater. The can- 
dies are not yet lighted. We watch the 
audience wander in—citizens, soldiers, 
pages, nobles, fine ladies and poete all 
come. They talk, and their gossip is mostly 


of Cyrano de Bergerac, whom we hear has 
ordered the huge, fat actor, Montfiemy, 


cast for the expected play. not to act. 

We learn that Cyrano de Bergerac is a 
“poet, a sclentist, a musician, a fighter.” 
He is a bravado, but a devoted friend, one 
who fights for others. A true artist; but a 
true man of the aword. A younger brother 
of Don Quixote, at the mention of whom 
he cries out: “I bare my head at the name 
of that hurleberlu.” He has a wonderful 
soul in a somewhat neglected exterior, made 


ridiculous by one feature, a nose of such 
exaggerated proportions that never in even 
his saddest moments has he wept, “that 
never should a sacred tear be made 
ridiculous, never should its divine beauty 
be compromised by union with such gross 
ugliness.’’ 


The play is about to begin. Cyrano has 
And his‘friends hope he has for- 
gotten the time. Hugh Montflemy, in a 
ridiculous pastoral costume, steps betweén 
the drawn curtains and begins his lines: 
“Happy he who free from courts fn soll-

‘"Wretch, did I not forbid you to appear 
for a month?” Cyrano is there, and with 
the sound of his voice the interest of the 
real play begins. Cyrano commands, Cy- 
rano scoffs, Cyrano brawls, the eudience 
and the actors all join in, and the scene 
sparkles with wit like electricity. Finally 
Cyrano challenges an ignorant young top 
of a marquis, ‘who has sneered at De Ber- 
gerec’s nose, and at his name of “poet” 
Cyrano proves this title by improvising a 
ballad while he fences, finishing as he has 
threatened. 

“At the end of the envol I pierce” by 
killing the foppish young brawler. A great 
ecene among many great scenes! 
this audience 


loves him for his gayety, for his 


From moment the loves 
Cyrano, 
daring, for his generosity and his whole 


sympathetic being. We learn of his grief 


at his ugliness, his love for his beautiful 
cousin, Roxane; the hopelessness of his 
passion, ard that Roxane loves the hand- 
some Christian de Neuvillette. 

The second act is in the shop of the poet- 
pastry cook, Raguenau (a part played in 
Paris by young Coquelin). Roxane comes to 
beg Cyrano’s protection for Christian, who 
has just joined the Gascon cadets, and 
Cyrano so far does her will, that he sup- 
plies Christian's want of wits by his own, 
and by coaching him with the poetry and 
love which igs in hiS own heart makes 
Christian the most irresistible of lovers, as 
tender and worthy as he is beautiful. 

In the third act, before Roxane’s balcony, 
Cyrano, finding Christian slow in repeating 
his exquisite love words, pushes him aside 
and, keeping in the shadow, pours forth his 
own passion for Roxane, with the result 
that Christian is taken for her husband 
then and there. A timely friar (who has 
really been sent to marry her to someone 
else) being cleverly made to perform the 
ceremony by Cyrano. 

The fourth act finds us at the slege of 
Cluas, The Gascons are starving, but still 
gay. Christian sighs for his Roxane, while 
Cyrano braves the foe to carry letters writ- 
ten to her every day, aye, twice a day, 
by (as she supposes) Christian, Unable to 
bear the separation longer, Roxane pene- 
trates to the camp just as the troop is 
about to engage in battle. A stirring en- 
gagement follows and Christian falls, 

“I have now two G@aths to avenge— 
Christian's and my own happiness,” ex- 
claims Cyrano. 

Before the fifth act opens 15 years are 
supposed to have passed, Roxane has re- 
tired to a convent to mourn Christin, and 
now in the convent garden, among the 
fallen autuma leaves, she waite for Cy- 
rano, who for 10 years has come every 


Saturday afternoon to cheer her with the 
gossip of the outside world. The nuns 
love him for his gayety. 

Sister Martha: “Heonly can cheer a sad- 
ness, which grows no less in all the long 
years Mme. Roxane has dwelt with us.’ 

All the egisters: ‘He is so droll. He teases 
us. He is so amiable. We love him well and 
make daintites for him.”’ 

But alas we learn from his friend, Le Bret, 
that Cyrano is very poor, he suffers; he has 
enemies at court, who wish he “might die 
by an accident.”’ 

Roxane places his comfortable chair and 
seats herself at her embroidery frame. Cy- 
rano ig a little late. She worries, “becausa 
for 10 years he has come when the hour 
Struck.’’ The listener feels the tender anx- 
lety of Roxdne’s impatience is the impa- 
tlence of love, but before the strokes of the 
bell have ceased Cyrano comes, He looks 
pale and does not take off his hat. Roxage 
teases him. 

Roxane: “Shame. late for the first time in 
10 years.” Cyrano: “Yes, foolish, but I Was 
detained.” Roxane: “By——'’ Cyrano: “An 
inopportune visitor. I said, to-day is Satur- 
day, a day on which Ihave an engagement 
nothing can make me break. Come back in 
an baur ”’ 

Alas, poor Cyrona‘s visitor was death. 

Cyrano, whose gay voice contrasts sadly 
with his suffering countenance, talks of the 
autumn, a little sadness creps into his 
tones for a moment. “But my gazette” 
begs Roxane and Cyrano gossips. “On 
Saturday, the 19th, the King having eaten 
eight tmes of one dish, was se zed with a 
fever, and after being bled twice his dis- 
ease was condemned as lese majeste, and 
the august pulse instantly ceased its fe- 
vered beat—"" He is witty, he is droll, he 
sparkies with keen sarcasm, but in the 
midst of it all his head falls on his breast. 


He hes fainted! Roxane files to him, he 
ewerves.

its stage this morning a two-days’ “‘stuetz- 
ungszung’’ by the St. Louis Bayeen Ver- 
ein. 

Upon either sid2 of the colonade of the 
castle there rises a mountain, and perched 
upon the summit of each are the festival 
deities of Bavaria—Lorelie upon the one 
height and Germania upon the other. Ger- 
mania is the Witch of the Rhine and fes- 
tival queen of Bavaria, and Lorelei a mythi- 
cal personage of whom there is told one of 
the legends of the Rhine. The story is a 
counterpart of the old Grecian legend of the 
siren Scylla and her maelstrom Charybdis, 
into which she inveigled mariners to de- 
etruction with the sweetness of her singing. 
The Bavarian story is of the siren Lore!ei, 
whose home was in a cave under the great 
Lorelei rock. This rock is on the right bank 
of the Rhine, a half mile above St. Goar, 
and at its base is a whirlpool into which, so 
the legend says, Lorele! tempted brave and 
gallant knights with her singing. 


The scenes to be presented at Concordia 


Park are the “Baptism of the Munich Kid,” 
the “Butcher’s Jump,” a “Church Dedica- 
tion in Old Bavaria,’’ and “The Jolly Mil- 
jlérs From the Valley of the Isar.”’ 

The ‘‘kid’’ is the symbol or escutcheon of 
the capital city of Bavaria. It presents 
a boy dressed in a black gown, with yellow 
and a peaked hood drawn down 
the head. In the hand he 


edging 
tights over 
holds a mug of beer; in the other a bunch 
of radishes. He is the feast deity—the 
Bacchus and Epicuris of Bavaria and Mun- 
ich—for the Bavarians are great beer drink- 
ers and Munich is the first beer city of the 
world. At Concordia Park the Munich Kid, 
a figure 6 feet high, will surmount a 40- 
foot tower. rising from banks of potted 
flowers and plants, A procession marches 
up to the tower, and eight ch.ldren dressed 
after the costume of the Kid, range before 
the figure.

Arthur Duestrow’s Brain 
Pathologically Consid- 
ered by Dr. Rohlting. 


R. HENRY A. L. ROHLFING, pathologist 
of the Missouri Medical College, says 
Arthur Duestrow, who was hanged nearly 

two years ago, had a normal brain. He says that 


if Duestrow was afflicted with periodical in- 


sanity, it must have been due to the two sma!] 
done tumors that he found in the brain upon his 


first examination. One was found between the 


right and left hemispheres of the brain, in the 


back, and the other in the front, between the 


lobes. The pressure of these upon the brain, Dr. 
Nohifing says, will cause Insanity in one casa 
where it would cause epilepsy in another. 


“Insanity,” he says, “is still an affliction little 


understood hy neurologists and specialists. None 
of tis have ever scen a mind, yet it is apparenily 
“connected with the brain, A number of cases of 
insanity have apparent and visible causes, such 
as a tumor, a cancer, inflammation caused by a 
tiow. And then, again, there may be a disar- 
zangement in the matter or a wasting away of 
the nerve cells, or chalky deposits, whicn, if 
present to any extent, may be revealed by being 
touched or felt. Then the brain of an idiot may 
be reeognized by being abnormal in shape. as one 
of Karnum’s freaks, which a great many may re- 
members had no forehead, the head reecuaing 
from the eyes to\a smal] elevation at the back 
of the head. Then, also, an idiot may have an 
inner malformation, which is not perceptible 
from a gross survey of the brain or head. In 
cases where there is no visible sign the micro- 
Scope is brought-into use, 

“There is much work to be done on the speci- 
men before the microscope can be used. The 
Drain has first to be gotten hard without injuring 
4¢t in shape or formation, Th's Is done by keeping 
dt in a strong solution of alcohol. Thera will be 
a small amount of contraction, but that which 
takes place is uniform and will not hurt the 
@pecimen. After it is allowed to stand for several 
months in alcohol it fs ready to be taken ont and 
will be firm and hard. The reason for wanting 
the brain in this condition is merely to facilitate 
the work upon it, Smmail blocks, an inch square, 
a@re cut out of the brain here and there, so as to 
eect the affected portion of the brain--if it be af- 
fected. These blocks are then mounted on corks 
or anything whereby they can be caught in a 
clamp. The corks are then caught in the clamp 
ot a cutting apparatus and the specimens can be 
shaved off at any thinness. 

“These thin eections are taken off from all 
eides of the biock, tn order to reach every strata 
of the brain. Then alices, which are not meagh 
lar¢er than a thumbnail, are put through a 
process for the sake of preservation, ani are 
ready to be mounted on glass. A small siice is 
mut in the middle of a piece of glass, made espe- 
cia'ly for this work. A glass cap, an inch square, 
4s laid over it, cemented, and your epecimen its 
ghen ready for examination 

“Once under the magnifying glass, you note 
the construction of the cells. You may possibly 
ent In such a direction as to gtve the cella what 
maht seem an unnatural appearance, but von 
must look out for that, Note the cells, their scar- 
elty or. malformation. You will need to have 
stu lied a healjhy brain for some time before you 
ean tell a diseased one when you see it under 
microscope, ¢ |

The microscope merely lets us 
get closer to the object of our search and, as in 
the house, we see whether or not there is a con- 
fusion among the parts that go to make up the 
v hole.” 


NERVOUS MEN, DON’T SMOKE! 
THIN, nervous young man who had smoked 
A to excess resolved to quit the habit. 

He smoked his last cigarette early Mon- 
day morning. About noon he began to feel queer. 
His head was heavy and confused. His sight 
was slightly impaired and he heard sounds as 
though they were far off. <A severe headache 
came on, and his skin felt dry and stretched, 
His mouth was dry. He walked about like one 
dazed and before venturing to cross a street he 
stopped -uncertainly and looked a long time up 
and down, as though he was afraid of being run 
over. These symptoms became so violent as to 
compel the young man to go to bed. He slept 
for 12 hours. 

Tuesday morning he felt much better, but still 
1ad some of the symptoms, and as the day passed 
his discomfort increased, During these two days 
the desire for tobacco was ever present and in- 
sistent. After the second day it departed and has 
never returned with any degree of strength. 

The young man told Dr. Otto Sutter of the 
City Hospital about It. 

“A man of the temperament you describe as 
your own,” said Dr. Sutter, “‘should never have 
smoked. You are too thin and nervous, You 
must have smoked greatly to excess. Tobacco, it 
Nico- 
tine in pure form is one of the deadliest poisons 
known to science, It kills by attacking the nerve 
centers. Now, when a man begins to smoke, the 
tobacco acts as a nerve stimulant. The next 
stage is reached when the weed acts as a nerve 
eecdative. The third stage is reached when the 
habit has grown to an excess, and then tobacco 
Lecomes again a nerve stimulant, but is much 
more violent than at first. You had reached that 
siage. Therefore, when you deprived yourself of 
the weed, your nerves lost their accustomed sup- 
port and collapsed. After a couple of days rest yOur 
nerves began to return to their normal ‘condl- 
tion. Don't smoke is my advice to all nervous 
men,”’

The pillow should be small and hard. A large, 
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soft pillow should not be tolerated by any girl 
who desires to have a head well set on her shoul- 
ders. 

The bed clothing should be light Dut warm, of 
such @ nature as to allow the air to pass through 
it freely. If the air in a bed, which soon becomes 
saturated with the perspiration from our bodies, 
does not pass off, it makes us uneasy and rest- 
less, and sound sleep is impossible. 

Some women say they can sleep only on one 
side, If so,*then there must be something wrong 
with them. One side is probably not evenly de- 
veloped with the other. A healthy woman or 
girl can sleep, and should sleep, on one side and 
then on the other, even changing unconscious- 
ly in the night.

A 2 per cent solution of 
the formaldehyde should be used as a foot bath. 

The matter of shoes, if regarded more, would 
save much trouble with the feet. Tan shoes of 
the lighter shades are more porous and cooler 
than the black. Patent leathers are the most 
harmful of all footwear. 

A popular errof is made in the belief that light 
shoes are comfortable in ‘hot weather. Soles 
chould be of sufficient thickness to keep the heat 
of the pavements from penetrating them.

sé EVER touch a corn with a pocket-knife. 
N In fact, a razor !s frequently unsafe. 
The reason is simple. The least parti- 
cle of perspiration or water produces @ rust on 
steel that is invis:ble to the naked eye. In pierc- 
ine the callous skin the blade frequently touches 
a tender spot and draws blood. Now, it is pat- 
ent if the smallest atom of rust attains circula- 
tion in the blood, poison is sure to ensue. The 
least scratch-‘on the hand or foot picked with a 
fnger nail is also Hable to produce serious re- 
sults. Blood-poisoning cases are recorded daily 
from such trivial neglect, and therefore behooves 
one to exercise the greatest precaution In this 
regard.”’ 


GROWTH OF THE HEART. 


R. BENECKE of Marburg has made known 
|) his curlous observations on the growth of 
the human heart. It appears from the doc- 

tor’s deductions that the increase of weight and 
bulk !s greatest during the first and second years 


.of life, the size of the organ at the end of the 


second year being exactly double what it was at 
the time of birth. It is also noted that between 
the second and seventh year it again doubles in 
weight and bulk. After the end of the seventh 
year a slower rate of growth sets In until about 
the fifteenth year, the augmentation of volume 
during his seven or eight intervening years being 
ouly about two-thirds. As the growth of maturity 
approaches the growth of the heart again makes 
rapid progress; but even after the body has ma 
tured the organ continues at the rate of about 
61-1000th of an inch annually between the twenty- 
frst and fiftieth years. When full growth Its at- 
teined the average human heart fs about six inches 
in length and four inches tn diameter. It beats 
100,800 times per day, or about 300,000,000 times in a 
lifetime ef elghty years. 
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THE CAUSE OF MALARIA. 
By Henry Bartens, M. D. 


éc ALARIA in this climate can only be 
M Spread by poisonous germs transported 
by mosquitoes.”’ 

This startling statement.is made by Dr. Amand 
Feavold, one of the prominent bacteriolog'sts of 
the city. Koch of Berlin entertains similar views, 
but as yet he is not ready to give his ideas to 
the world. 

Bacteriology has become a fad with medical 
men; in sOme lrespects useful, in others useless; 
useful inasmuch as by its ald physicians are en- 
ubled to make a great many diagnoses with cer- 
tuinty; useless inasmuch as it has discovered dis- 
ease causes, but not the remédies to success 
fully combat them. 

That disease germs may be transmitted to man 
by mosquitoes, flies and other insects, I do not 
deny, but I doubt that the mosquito is the sole 
cause of malaria. 

It is generally accepted that malaria is a po'!son 
which gives a distinctive name to fevers with 
periodical returns. 
cettain obsevved effects on the human organism. 

So far it iwas been believed to be the product of 
vegetable decomposition, generated in places con- 
taining a hizh percentage of vegetable matter in 
a state of decay. That may be true, but it is 
equally well known that malaria in its most 
puisonous form jis also generated in places where 
no vegetable matter exists. In the Sahara and 
many of the Indian sand deserts malaria {s al- 
most a plague. The island of Hong Kong had 
been free from malaria until the European olty 
was built. By the digging up of the ground for 
bullding purposes, violent and fatal remittent 
fevers developed at once. 

It remained for the bacteriologist to discover 
the malarial bodies in the blood-of persons af- 
fiictead with malarial fever. There is: not the 
slichtest doubt about their existence, but there is 
a doubt how these bodies get into the blood and 
whether they are the product of the malarial 
fever. 

How do these 


Its existence is assumed from 


“verms” get into the blood? 

The ‘bacteriolomist peremptorily says: ‘The 
mosquito does it.” But how its malarial fever 
generated in regions where there are no mMos- 
quitoes, and in midwinter, when all mosquitoes 
rleep the sleep eternal? 

When in ths West Indies I found it a common 
belief among the best educated physicians that 
water is capable of absorbing malarial bodies, 
and that nearly all periodic fevers and a number 
of other diseases are solely produced by infected 
drinking watcr. This same belief I found among 
the physicians of Texas and the Rio Grande and 
coast region of Mexico. 

While practicing in Southern Texas I found a 
plantation in the Brazos Valley where nobody 
could live on account of the malaria. Nothing 
could be detected in the water, which came from 
a deep well cut In the rock and was pure and 
sparkling, but a serles of experiments made 
with this water on healthy people in other local!- 
tles showed that the water was the carrier of 
the fever. 

The owner thereupon drilled an artesian well, 
filled up the infected one, and the fever promptly 
disappeared 

St. Louls County is a locality infested with ma- 
laria at certain seasons, especially in the months 
of August, September and October. It is a pecu- 
larity of St. Louls County that there are but a 
very few wells, The supply of drinking water !s 
kept in cisterns, the water being collected during 
winter and spring. 

The fact has been demonstrated time and again 
that whole house epidemics of malarial 
;rompt'y dsappeared after the family had been 
instructed to boll the water before drinking it 
Iivery physician in the county wll be willing to 
confirm this 4tatement.

The result 
was a Violent outbreak of malarial fever.

HOW TO FEED BABIES. 


éé MAJORITY of babies are over-fed, many 

A improperly fed,’ says a St. Louis physl- 

clan. ‘“‘The stomach of a new-born child 

is a mere dilation of the intestinal tract andhas a 

capacity varying from one-half to one ounce, 

which increases at the rate of about a half an 
ounce per month, 

“To allow a child of two or three months to 
consume half a pint of milk at a feeding, is to 
prepare the way for trouble in that household. 
The act of nursing is automatic and mechanical. 

“A child will continue to nurse until the stom- 
ach is so distended as to vomit forth its con. 
tents. Or, if the milk is retained, it ferments, 
causes flatulence, colic, perhaps fever and con- 
vulsions. A child which is habitually over-fea 
will suffer from obstinate constipation, or diar- 
rhea, rashes, catarrhal troubles, irritability, 
etc. 

“A baby which nurses should be separate} 
from the breast as soon ag it ceases to draw 
vigorously, and the mouth relaxes. A baby 
which is fed may be given an ounce every hour 
during the day, at the age of one month, and 
two or three times during the night. 

“Babies vary much in their digestive powers, 
however, and the doctor will have to experiment 
a little in each case. The amount of each feed- 
ing will have to be gradually increased, and the 
intervals between lengthened as the baby gets 
older. 

“The idea of modifying milk to suit the needa 
of the individual baby is one of the greatest of 
modern advances. This idea has been put into 
practical operation in many of our cities, with 
great advantage. It is more difficult to extend 
it to the country, but, perhaps, if some rough 
classification of the more common nutritive dis- 
orders of bables were made, a properly modified 
milk to suit each could be concentrated, and sold 
in cans for temporary use.”’

T. LOUIS art lovers will find plenty 
to delight them this year at the St. 
Louls Exposition, which will open

IN THE WHOLE WORLD. 


HE Darjeeling Himalayan Rallway is 
one of the wonders of the “med- 
ern world. A trip over thi# 

line from the hot “plafns of In@#ia 
at Silliguri to the summit of Dar- 
jeeling, whence are seen the mighty 
Himalayas in one magnificent sweep 
across the horizon, Is like a dreamy ec#- 
tatic transformation scene in some magic 
kaleidoscope. 

This railway has only a two-foot gaugs 
and the cars look like toys, being no larg- 
er than an ordinary dining table. The 
fifty miles from Silliguri to Darjeeling is 
traversed in about eight hours. The en- 
tire train weighs about forty tons, not 
more than the capacity of our largest 
freight cars, and necessarily, as on several 
partes of the line, it has to go wp «& 
gradient of one in twenty-three, here 
ereeping along narrow ledges cut in the 
solid rock, with yawning chasms tn one 
side. and then leaping from crag to crag, 
like a mountain goat. 

At an altitude of 3000 feet there is aa 
extraordinary loop and an immense 
amount of work was necessary In con- 
structing it It is called Agony Point. 

The top of the bill was cut away unté

country. It has been considered sufficien' 
educational training for the young 
and overload their brains with 
of matter difficult to digest, and in too many 
inslances wien assimilated of 
use to after life, says a medical authority. 

Numbers. of delicate, highly strung chil- 
dren have broken down the strain. 
and the dreary dally grind of the monoto- 
nous cramming system, undergone in un- 
healthy surroundings, has developed many 
of the nervous diseases to which the present 
generation § is pecullarly susceptible. 
What does knowledge profit a man, if, in 
the gaining of it, he loses the still-more 
precious gift of good health? 

The nations of the old world, notably 
Greece and Rome, understood and appreci- 
uted much more clearly than do the peop'e 
of these times the harmfulness of unduly 
forcing the mind to the lasting hurt of the 
body. 

The gymnasiums of ancient Greece prob- 
ably reached, in their metheds of training 
the young, a higher ideal than now in vogue. 
In the face of this condition of affairs, it 
is pleasing to note that the people of 
America are rapidly becoming alive to th 
pernicious effecta of developing the mind at 
the expense of the body

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Naturally inci- 
dental to the closing of a generally bearish 
week in the stock market there was a dis- 
position in the early dealings to-day to re- 
duce outstanding short lines of stocks. 
Factors assisting in inducing buying for 
short. account were rumors of a heavy im- 
portation of gold impending, the emount of 
which was placed at $3,000,000. Besides this 
the early London quotations showed ad- 
vances of \% to 12 of a point for the leading 
American issues. London houses backed 
up these quotations by buying stocks, 
chiefly St. Paul, Northern Pacific preferred 
and Union Pacific common, of which they 
bought in the eggregate about 10,000 shares 
the first hour. There was some delaye¢ 
liquidation. an outcome of yesterday 5 
sharp decline in the market. The board 
was prepared for a heavy decrease in the 
surplus reserve holdings of the associated 
bunks and the money situation continued 
the chief subject of market discussion. 

The final dealings of the day in the stock 


in 


market indicated that the effect of the bank ' 


statement had been largely discounted, as 
the list remained relatively steady. Ameri- 
can tobacco was the feature, advancin 
seven po.nts on rumors of the purchase o 
the company of an important outside inter- 
est, 

Cash holdings of the banks decreased this 
week by the very large amount of $13,036,- 
0: and as the week’s movement of treas- 
ury balances has indicated, with the in- 
crease of thirteen millions in the Govern- 
ments gold reserve, nearly all of this 
shrinkage of bank holdings is in the form of 
specie. The decrease in the loan account 
is exceptionally large. In the crush of liq- 
uidation at the close of September, 1897, 
this loan account contracted $4,500,000; this 
week the decrease in outstanding loans 
reaches the rather remarkable g6um of §%,- 
778,700. No such reduction can have oc- 
curred as a resuit of the week's stock muar- 
ket opérations; the returns are undoubtedly 
influenced, as they have been in the other 
direction during many weeks, by the Gov- 
ernment bond transactions. 

There is no real tightness of money any- 
where in the country. In fact the West this 
fall is rich and full of money seeking invest- 
ment at profitable rates of interest. That is 
why the currency movement out of town is 
smaller than usual. The West still has 
most of the currency it received last fall 
and spring. It drew upon this city just 
before the Spanish war started, at the time 
when the out-of-town banks generally were 
6trengthening their cash holdings to pre- 
pare for possible contingencies. 

It is significant that Chicago banks are so 
amply provided with funds that they sent 
orders to their local correspondents during 
the past week to buy New York commercial 
paper for them at 4 per cent. 

The plethora of money in the

Middle West and orthw est, 


Southwest is being reflect- 
ed in the starting of new enterprises and 
in improving business everywhere. The 
money is seeking an outlet for investment 
wherever reasonable returns offer. Similar 
conditions exist to a more limited extent 
in other sections of the country. 

The tendency to hedge, while war threat- 
ened and was in progress, has been done 
away with. Institutions with large amounts 
of money at their disposal, such as savings 
banks, trust companies and insurance com- 
panies, have been and are active seekers 
for remunerative investments. Gilt-edge 
bonds are commanding fancy prices and the 
cheaper bonds have been moving upward. 
Wall street, with the bugbear of *““tight’’ 
money Out of the way, will appreciate the 
situation better than it does now and it will 
participate in its benefits. The situation, 
contrasted with the bullish movement in 
securities last year, is at once similar and 
different,

LONDON, Sept. 10.—A tremendous sen- 
sation has been caused by news from Om- 
durman that Maj. Marchand’s expedition 
(French) is in possession of Fashod. Au- 
thorities agree it cannot be Maj. Mauc- 
Donald’s British exped.tion from Ugandia 
as he would not have had time since iast 
heard from, May 27, to get a well «quipped 
force to Fashoda, besides at that t.me his 
Soudanese troops had mutinied. 

The presence of the Frinch in Fashoda 
is regarded as an event likely to cause 
the gravest complications. In 1895 When 
Marchand was credittd with the :niention 
to proceed to Fashoda Sir Edward Grey, 
then Foreign Under Secretary, sol. m.ily 
declared in the House of Commons with 
the approval of both poli.ical partis thit 
any French encroachment in tue valey of 
the upper Nile would be regarded = aid 
treated by England as an uniriendly act. 
In other words as an act of war. . 

Since then Marchand has ‘been steadily 
pursuing his course in that direction and 
during the past 12 months the French gov- 
ernment has been sending him considerable 
re-inforcements. It is true his expedition 
has been asseried to be purely scientific in 
object and his shelling of the Ktwlifa’s 
gunboats was not inconsistent with that, 
being merely an act of self preservation. 
The Spectator, which is not a jingo organ, 
in discussing the possibility Of siarciaad 
having anticipated Sirdar Kitchener’s ar- 
rival at Fashoda says: 

“If they claim to exercise French sover- 
e‘'gn rights they must at once be bundled 
out of Fashoda without further ceremony. 
France must decide whether she cares to 
fight the matter out in the channel,but she 
will not do that. We long ago,warned her, 
we should consider any interference with 
the Nile Valley as causus belli and this 
warning she did not then and will not in 
the future profess to d'‘sregard.’’ 

A fact full of significance is that the 
S'rdar on receipt of the news from Fashoda 
immediately refused to allow any newspa- 
per correspondents to proceed there and 
ordered them all to return to Cairo. Kitch- 
ener, it. is beli-ved,. wants to hve a per- 
fectly free hand in dealihg with Marcha 4d, 
and it is fully expected that the next dis- 
patch from him will announce his cap- 
ture of Fashoda. which he can reach in 
five days from Khartoum. 

His instructions were to proceed to Fach- 
oda at his convenience and join hands 
with Maj. McDonald. He w'll fu'fill thove 
instructions at all costs and by shutting 
of news and surml’es will no’ be hamp-red 
by dispatches from a vyacillating ministry 
at home

WILLIAM R. M’FARLANE TALKS 
ABOUT THAT CHECK 
TRANSACTION, 


WORRYING ABOUT BUSINESS. 


Claims He Made Newgass Sign That 
Check Because Newgass Had Horses 
That Belonged to Him, 


William R, McFarlane, who compelled 
Louis N. Newgrass, a Chicago commission 
man, to write a check for $10,416, has re- 
turned home. He says he driven mad 
by worry. 

He owed money at the bank, Frank 
Dufour owed him for horses. Dufour 
transferred the horses to Newgass and 
did not pay McFarlane. McFarlane says 
the threatened loss of his credit at the 
bank temporarily dethroned his reason. 
He is now at his home, 3932A Cook avenue, 
Yesterday he told ‘his story to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. He said: 

‘‘During the summer I was In miserable 
health and went to the North to gain 
strength. When I returned I found Frank 
Dufour of the Dufour Commission Co. had 
been buying of us heavily through my part- 
ner, Mr. Evans, and was indebted to us in 
the sum of $20,000. I set about to secure 
this money and was successful. 

“Then Dufour came and bought heavily of 
us again. He took 120 head from us and 50 
head from other firms througb us, giving 
us a 10-day draft for $10,416. The horses 
were bought for export. 

‘The draft fell due Tuesday of this week. 
Meanwhile we had heard that Dufour had 
transferred the stock to Louis N. Newgass, 
another Chicago commission man. Mr. 
IXvans set out for New York, where the 
horses had gone, and I went to Chicago 
to see Dufour. 

“I reached Chicago Monday morning and 
saw Dufour that day. 1 asked him if he 
had transferred the horses to Newgass, and 
he admitted that he had. Then I went to 
Newgass for my money. When I got there 
1 found that Dufour owed Newgass consid- 
erable and that the transfer of the horses 
had not been a cash transaction. 

“Tuesday came and passed. The draft 
was not paid. Dufour, who had bought the 
horses, would not pay it, and Newgass, 
who had them, knew nothing of my claim 
and referred me to Dufour. 

‘“‘Wednesday I worried and worried about 
the draft and the debt to which Dufours 
money was to have been applied at the 
bank. That day and night I worried my- 
self mad. I must have been crazy, for 


| 
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certainly no one but a madman would have 
done what I did the next morning. 

**l became possessed of a wild notion that 
at all hazards I must collect that money, 
and I determined that Newgass, who had 
my horses, must pay it. 

“I went to Newgases’ office early in the 
day. I thought I would make him give 
me the money. 

“I tiad a revolver, and, walking in, de- 
manded that he give me the check. They 
say that I compelled him to do it with the 
threat that if he did not I would kill him 
with the weapon I held in my hand. I sup- 
pose I did do that. I was mad and had 
no idea then what I was doing or much 
recollection of it now. 

“Il remember walking out into the street 
with the check. 

‘“‘Now, I must have been crazed with wor- 
rying, for the bank Was not to open for 
two hours and Newgass could easily tell 
what had happened in that time and frus- 
trate my plans. But I never thought of 
that. I had that check for $10,416 in my 
pocket. Newgass had given it, and it was 
good. I felt relieved for the first time since 
I had reached Chfcago. It wae ali right 
now. The draft was paid and the debt at 
the bank would be paid. “ 

“TI did not want the cash. When I went 
to the bank I did not ask that the check 
be cashed. I simply asked that credit for 
it be given my firm. 

“They arrested me, you know, in the 
bank. I was_.taken to a station and many 
people called to see me. was in a 
wretched condition, mentally and physical- 
ly. and I know the officers pitied me, for 
they treated me with a kindness I shall 
never forget. They knew I was not a high- 
wayman. 

“At the station many people came to see 
me, The police said I held a reception, 
Mr. Newgass, the man I threatened to kill, 
came with the rest. He was Magnanimous. 
The prosecuting attorney asked yesterday 
at the arraignment that my bond be fixed 
at $25,000, but Mr. Newgass would not hear 
to it being anything more than I could con- 
veniently give. They made it $2000. 

“The trial is set for Saturday, a week 
from to-day. I do not know what they will 
do with me. I am guilty of what they 
charge, but I was not a sane man when I 
did it and had no premeditated thought of 
doing it, and knowing this as they do I 
cannot believe that I will be severely pun- 
ished. 

“But I do not worry about the trial so 
much as the money. I have never yet, 
with all my madness, got the money, and 
if I do not get it I lose everything I have.

- Indefatigable, sleepless, alert, always at call, ready 
to do any service for the defenders of her country, 
from the tedious details of nursing to reading the 
burial service over the dead, this daughter of the 
languid, dreamy South, this child of the magnolia and 
jessamine, developed the inherent strength bequeathed 
to her by her martial ancestors and whowed herself 
to be of the stuff of which heroes are made. 

When the war broke out Annie Wheeler was with 
her sisters, Lucy, Julia and Carrie, at their old home 
in Wheeler, Ala., named for their distinguished father. 

Miss Wheeler had lived the life of the typical 
Southern girl. Being of fragile frame, she had al- 
ways been petted and protected and shielded from 
babyhood. “It won't do for Annie,” “Annie must not 
do that,"” had’ been the watchword of the entire 
family.

The Boat House of Santiago was turned into @ 
hospital and named the Wheeler Hospital—not, as 
every one thought, in honor of the gallant soldier, but 
in memory of his daughter, who was soon known as 
“the Angel of the Hospital.’”’ 

From here the yellow-fever patients were removed 
across the bay to a more isolated camp, and Miss 
Wheeler stood by each sufferer as he was carried out 
to make that dolorous journey, pressing his hand and 
speaking words of hope. She would have gone with 
them if she could. 

There was in this hospital one corner which was 
known as Miss Wheeler's crying corner. It was here 
she turned her gentle face to the wall and wept, not 
only for those who went forth to almost certain 
death, but for those whom the grim ferryman piloted 
over the dark river.

Shafter and got a permit to have him carried on 
board the Olivette. And when the transport sailed 
and Borrowe, opening his languid eyes, recognized 
her and feebly murmured, “Thank God you're here!"’ 
Miss Wheeler bent every energy to save this man for 
the loving woman who had sobbed upon her breast 
and begged her to take care of her husband. 

When Miss Wheeler solemnly committed to the deep 
the body of a soldier named Perry she 4id not dream 
of the sequel to that drama. 

One day there was brought to the general hospital 
at Camp Wikoff a pallid, emaciated, fever-worn suf- 
ferer. The story told by his comrades was that Lieut. 
Perry, of the Seventeenth Regulars, had worn him- 
self out searching in the trenches of Santiago for the 
bedy of his brother, who was missing.

Miss Wheeler recalled the name of the soldier buried 
at sea, and, being convinced upon inquiry that he was 
the brother of the sick man, gently broke the news 
to Lieut.

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France is now experimenting with automobile cam- 
paign wagons. The mail service there is also grad- 
ually getting rid of its horses, and it is said that by 
the time the 1900 exposition opens the fire department 
of the French capital will be entirely equipped with 
self-propelling apparatus. 

In Paris the highest society took up the automobile 
two years ago, and the fad is getting new adepts 
at an incredible rate. The Prince of Wales was 
made a convert to the new sport during one of his 
recent trips to Paris, and has taken back with him 
two French machines. The well-known Duchess 
d’'Uzes, the acknowledged. leader of the most aristo- 
cratic and exclusive set, whosefdramatic escape from 
the horrible conflagration of the Charity Bazaar is 
still remembered by cverybody—the Duchess d’Uzes 
is such a fervent enthusiast that she is getting herself 
repeatedly arrested and fined for driving her horse- 
less machine at breakneck speed along the crowded 
avenues. And the Count de Dion, another of the 
most exalted scions of nobility, disregarding the 
prejudices of his caste against all manner of useful 
employment, has founded a manufacture of motor- 
coaches and tricycles which, under his able manage- 
ment, has now become one of the most important 
and prosperous in the world: 

Nothing can give an idea of the number and variety 
of horseless pleasure traps which can be seen on the 
fashionable drives of Paris save, perhaps, a compari- 
son with our own swarms of bicycles. It is a good 
sign of how thoroughly the people of Europe have 
awakened to the advantages of motor-cars, that, for 
the last two years, despite the establishment of a 
large number of new factories, the entire output has 
always been soki more than six months ahead of 
possible delivery. 

These conditions have naturally caused capital to 
rush into this newly opened channel. Capital nat- 
urally Immediately enlisted the best engineers. the 
best electricians and bought or designed the most 
expeditious tools to serve this new business—now al- 
most as active and lusty as the bicycie industry is 
with us. This new state of things is, as everybody 
will unders an absolute guarantee that horseless 
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carriages of all descriptions will be phenomenally 
improved within the next two or three years. The 
tremendous power of brains and money is at work, 
and is bounf to accomplish results. 

To give an idea of the economy realized by motors, 
we will quote the results of triais recently conducted 
by M. Michelin for the Public Cab Company, of Paris, 
when the stockholders decided to replace its equip- 
ment by horseless rolling stock. An electrical cab 
carrying three persons, including the driver, con- 
sumes, it was found, an average of $2 worth 
of fluid per hundred miles of city streets, travelled at

the legal speed of twelve miles an hour, which is 
double what the best cab-horse is likely to do. 

A petroleum motor-coach ran the same distance, at 
the same speed, with four occupants, on a total ex- 
penditure for fuel of $1.82. Of course, to this must 
be added the cost of repairs and several! other items. 
But, even admitting that the price of transportation 
would be doubled thereby, where is the horse, team 
or railroad that can compete with these figures? 
Four persons travelling a hundred miles for less than 
two dollars! 

It is als9 of vital interest for our generation, whose 
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time is getting more and more precious, to consider 
that an automobile will go in the most crowded thor- 
oughfares three times as fast as the best horse, and 
more easily. A motor wagon may be driven on 
stretches of three hundred miles a day, without a 
single stop if necessary, on the fuel it carries, and 
that at a speed which will average, on country roads. 
where there is not too much traffic to interfere, thirty 
and forty miles an hour. During the races from 
Paris to Amsterdam, the capital of Holland, many 
of the competing machines were driven, on favorable 
stretches of road, at the rate of fifty miles, for sev- 
eral hours in succession. The Empire State Express 
of the New York Central goes but little faster. 

Nor will the United States be long to catch up with 
other nations in this matter. Progress is always wel- 
come to our race. If, until now, public attention was 
engrossed otherwise, there are plenty cf signs showing 
that interest is aroused at last. ur inventors will 
not rest until they have given the autompbile the ut- 
most perfection of which it is capanle. Already we 
have a few firms whose machines are as good as the 
European ones. It is safe to say that ours will soon 
be the best. 


Besides the electrical hansoms familiar to all New 
Yorkers, there are now in this city a few horseless 
delivery wagons just inaugurated by some dry-goods 
houses. It is only a question of a few menths before 
everybody in America is made to know the advan- 
tages of the new locomotion. 


With the elimination of the horse, New York will 
get rid of most of its dirt and noise. The calamitous 
roar of the city will disappear with the advent of 
smooth pavements and rubber-tires—two things es- 
sential to the health of motor-cars. 

The dangerous overcrowding of the great arteries of 
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travel will be relieved, for when horses are taken 
from streets there will immediately be twice as much 
room for people and vehicles. 

Stables will at last be wiped out, and the barbarous 
closeness to human habitations of these foul places 
will be at an end. The miles and miles of streets they 
now occupy in all large cities will be given over ‘9 
residences, which will relieve the congestion of t>s 
oe districts, and improve their sanitary con!- 

on. 

The disappearance of horses will deprive many hu- 
man brutes of their most frequent victims, ad 
thereby make for the betterment of the race. Catil® 
may be expected to take the place of horsefiesh on 
our breeding farms. Meat will become better, more 
abundant and cheaper.
